No victory would please Nippon so 
much as the capture of Port Arthur 
nor would and Japanese general be 
so great In his country's eyes as he 
who reduced that fortress. 


If the Japs ever manage to belcag- 


• uer It some bloody fighting will re- 


sult, for they have not yet given up 
the practice of direct frontal attack 


• against Intrenched positions. ''They 


will be moved down by thousands if 


' they try to> take Port Arthur from 


tho Slavs In the same way as they 
took It from the Chinese. 


•At what point above Port Arthur 


the Japs will try to land Is the pros- 
great question In Russian 
military 


circles. Nothing specific on the sub- 
ject of attempted landings has reach 
cd the Occident, but It seems'that the 
Japanese havo tried in several places 
to disembark, and failed/ The trans- 
ports will probably continue to make 
feints up and down the coast until 
they strike an unguarded spot. Land' 
Ings at this time of tho year along 
the Manchurlan coast are difficult, for 
•the shallow water Is frozen for miles 
out of sea. and the deep unfrozen 
liarbors are backed by Russian troops 
and artillery. 
But with command of 


tho sea the Japanese are almost sure 
eventually to make a succesful land 
Ing. 
, 


Whether they can retain their foot- 


hold on land for any length of time 
Is a question to be settled only by 
a.pitched battle. We do not for an 
Instant entertain tho theory advanced 
1>y some observers that the Russians 
will retreat from the seacqast. and 
withdraw to tho -vicinity of Harbin, 
500 miles northward, without a fight. 
In fact, they have.shown already by 
their successful efforts to 
repulse 


Japanese disembarkations that this 
Is not their 
Intention. 
Alcxlcff's 


withdrawal to Harbin Is most natural, 
for It Is tho junction of the railroad 
lines to Port 'Arthur and Vladivostok, 
and the natural headquarters f&r. the 
-commander of Russia's eastern Asia- 
tic possessions. 


If the Japanese defeat the Russians 


In this pitched battle. Port Arthur 
will probably fall, exemplifying Napol- 
eon's saving that the fato of fortresses 
Is decided on the open battlefield. 
A Russian defeat at this point would 
mean Japanese possession of the rail- 
road for hundreds of miles, 
which 


they would destroy,so delaying Europ- 
ean reinforcements, probably, until Is- 
olated Port Arthur has succumbed. 


The value of cavalry In modern 


warfare will be well demonstrated In 
these two campaigns. The Japanese 
cavalry Is of Insignificant 
military 


value. The Jap does not understand 
horses nor cure for them. The Rus- 
sian cavalrymen, on the other hand, 
both regular and Cossack, arc splen- 
did soldiers and horsemen. 
"While 


cavalry have ceased charging they 
arc* r.tlll of great iisy In;-raiding, 
scouting, and as mounted 
Infantry. 


In the offensive campaign In Man 
churla the Japanese are more 
apt 


to feel the need of cavalry than In 
their defensive operations In Corea. 


If the Japs are beaten In Manchuria 


their defeated armies can then 
re- 


embark and be transported to Corea 
to reinforce the defensive 
already 


there. 


Japan. If It maintains Its suprem- 


acy on sea. Is likely to retain Its hold 
on most or all of Corea. At tho same 
time, always supposing a continuance 
of Its naval predominance. It 
can 


probably take the Island of SaKhall 
which lies Just north of Japan 
and 


which now serves as a Russian penal 
colony. On that basis the war may 
ccaso with Japan claiming a victory 
but Russia not materially Injured in 
and vital particular.

United Kingdom, for example, takes 
from the United States about 24 per 
cent, of her total Imports: Germany 
about 1C per cent: Belgium, about 
12 per cent; Netherlands, about 11 
per cent: France, about 10 pe/ cent;

Granting Broader Freight Privileges, 


.But Calling for the $250 Trib- 


ute, Passed by Council. 


After an hour's consultation behind 


closed doors, Mlclmel Hayes being the 
only outsider summoned to the con- 
ference the,aldermen returned to the 
council chamber last 
evening pro- 


peared to offer the amendment to tho 
interurban franchise. 
The ordinance

Tlie sewerage >committee beg leave 


to report on, the garbage question. 
Tho first efforts of your committee 
were directed toward securing Infor- 
mation cortcernlnc tho methods of 
r/illectlcn and • disposal of nanbago 
by other cities' 
whoso 
•experience 


would prove of greatest value In tho 
solution of tho problem In tho city 
of Jnnesvllle. 


In many Instances the residents of 


certain localities In our city 
have 


been annoyed by tho dumping of veg- 
etables and animal matter into va- 
cant lots, and along the river banks, 
which has been .considered by some 
of our citizens, as common dumping 
grounds Into which animal and vegi 
etablo matter, old cans and rubbish 
ctftild be thrown. 
The carelessness 


of the citizens has aggravated In ma- 
ny ways the already bad conditions 
which has prevailed RO many years. 


Methods of Collection 


The first question to be considered 


Is the manner and method of collec- 
ting tho garbage. Tho contract sys- 
tem of garbage collection Is almost 
universally condemned 
In 
cities 


where It lins been tried, with the 
corresponding approval of direct cnl- 
leotlon by tho city authorities. 


The next question to be decided Is 


tho supervising authority. 
It doe* 


not seem best to create any now po- 
sition for the direction and supervi- 
sion of this work. , Relying on the 
experience of other cities in the or- 
ganization of- their scavenger depart- 
ment, the street commissioner should 
he given tho supervision. 
direction 


and control of the work, acting und- 
er the advice of tho health officer 
and the mayor of tha city. The col- 
lection of the garbage should be, In 
the end, a part of a plan of sanita- 
tion for tho city Including the can! 
and cleaning of -the streets. . 
Tho 


ntroet commissioner Is constantly on 
the streets, his work calls him to all 
parts of the clty/.'thtis giving him a 
good opportunity to supervise 
the 


garbage collection. It Is further rec- 
ommended that- the street 
commis- 


sioner be made .responsible for the 
efficiency of tho service, that he se- 
lect such help as may be necessary 
with the understanding .that he alone 
Is responsible. 


In order to 'perfect the collection 


of garbage' It'.Is recommended that 
the city be'divided into garhase >1IS' 
trlcts. 
The"time and frequency of 


collection must lie regulated accord- 
ing to the demands 'of the district, 
and the seasons of the year and the 
nature of tho garbage. The residence 
portions 
will not require the same 


frequency as the central business por. 
tlons, wliero,,aro found the 
hotels, 


restaurants, shops, meat market and 
groceries. 


Method of Disposal 


The method of disposal of tho gar- 


bage has been :a subject of much dis- 
cussion with the sewerage commit- 
tee. 
Tho present system Is very un- 


satisfactory. 
The disposal of all 


kinds of garbage on the lots offered 
the cily by Mr. Jeffrie at the foot of 
Main street' Is hot satisfactory after 
nnr experience with it last summer. 
If the city continues to. use these lots 
for the disposal of garbage a road 
or driveway will have to bo construct- 
ed at nn expense of about two hund- 
red dollars.

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THE FORUM AT ROME 


IMPORTANT MONUMENT OF AN- 


CIENT ART UNCOVERED. 


Skilled Archeologlsta Are Now »t Work 


Remodeling Temple Erected B. C. 
13—Wonderful Foundation of the 
Old Buildings.

Visitors to the splendid Musoo delle 


Terme. In Rome, have noticed work- 
men at various times during-the past 
year busily modeling and then setting 
together portions of a design in relief 
reproducing evidently some Important 
monument of ancient art. They-have 
been. In truth, working under Prof. 
Pasqul,.endeavoring to execute a re- 
construction of the magnificent Ara 
Pacts decreed by tho Senate In honor 
of Augustus, D. C. 13, after his suc- 
cessful. undertakings in Spain 
and 


Gaul, which signalized the peace of 
the Roman world. The Emperor mod- 
estly refused tho proffered dedication 
to himself and offered It, instead, to 
Peace; and at the closo of January of 
that year he dedicated a colossal, al- 
tar, surrounded by a marble screen, 
upon which were sculptured exquisite 
reliefs, representing processions of tho 
noble friends of Augustus, priests and 
others. These latter were all crowned 
with laurel and bore branches of olive 
in their hands. Above them ran an en- 
riched frieze 
displaying- elaborately 


carved foliations, flowers, and 
fes- 


toons, typifying the fertility of tho 
earth. It was a golden moment In the 
art life of Rome, and the design and 
•workmanship were of the finest. The 
monument consisted of a rectangular 
platform having a front and back of 
thirty-six feet, with sides measuring 
thirty-throe feet, and was reached by 
a flight of steps from the Via Flamlnla, 
(Corso). 
Tho sculptured marblo pre- 


cinct wall, covered with the aforesaid 
reliefs, rose up of yore In front of the 
visitor. Its continuity being broken In 
the midst of Its fcce by majestic grates, 
possibly of gilded bronze. Within this 
rose a second platform, reached by 
four more steps, and upon the further 
Bide of this stood the altar Itself. Thus, 
In its entirety, it rather resembled 
a graduated depressed pyramid. 


Tho position given to It in the 


Campus Martins corresponds precisely 
with the angle of the Via S. Lorenzo 
In Luclna, where that street opens out 
of tho modern Corso, nearly opposite 
Via Frattlna and adjoining tho Palazzo 
Fiano-Ottobonl, In tno 
cellars 
and 


among tho'1 foundations of which tho 
present exploration and 
excavation 


•was lately compcncct'. For, Inspired 
by the fine volume devoted to illustrat- 
ing this great monument by Prof. 
Peterson, of tho German Archaeolo- 
gical Institute In Rome, the Municipal- 
ity and the .Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, having come to agreement as to 
tno significance of precisely locating' 
the site, the)- approached Slgnor Al- 
magla, the proprietor of tho palace, 
•who himself a most shlllful engineer 
and enthusiastic lover of archaeology) 
not only helped to bring about a proper 
scheme-for the desired research, but 
has generously aided It with money. 
In consequence the work was put Into 
the hands of Slgnor Cannizaro, who 
began operations on July 27. 
Early 


in August an opening was made In 
Via Luclna, and presently traces led 
the explorer right on to the longitudi- 
nal axis of tho spacious altar, even 
to the Bill of tho great door opening to 
the Via Flamlnla. 


As far back as In 1568 Cardinal Riccl 


of Montepulclano wrote irom Rome to 
the secretary of the Grand Dako of 
Tuscany that beautiful reliefs on Im- 
mense blocks of .Greek 
marble 
(It 


should have been Carrara) had been 
found when tho Palazzo Ottobonl was 
being built; and that they would ba 
soon forwarded* to Florence. 
Thosn 


ones are still to be seen displayed In 
tne Ufflzl Gallery. 
Other -fragments 


went to the Villa Medici on 
Montp 


Pinclo. where they yet adorn tho rear 
wall of the college. During a restora- 
tion 01 tho same palace in 1850 some 
dozen further fragments came to light. 
On Feb. 1C, 1899, while visiting tho 
Jesuit church, where repairs were go- 
Ing on, the present writer was for- 
tunate enough to recognize another 
fragment, which had been 
utilized

it had been smoothed and Inlaid with 
verdo nntlro and brocatello marbles 
so as to represent the arms and Card 
Inal's hat of Sobastlano Popglo, tho 
Fald prelate. 
On Its underoldo w<?r<; 


nculptured exquisite scrolls nnd folia- 
tion!! of nultt* tinmlntaUoablc Augiiatnii 
work. 
This was another fragment, 


measuring G feet by -1. 


The present condition of the exposed 


monument would Indicate Its having 
hppn «»r*»royed by fire and bydellber* 
ato blows, and the broken fragments 
aro found lying at no distance from 
the portions to which they once be- 
longed. Several piecewjif tl£ Jambs 


or noora naTc-oeenirjcovLirc.'»-jS"\-jir 
as of the .angular pilasters projecting 
from tho marble screen wall. One of 
tho most significant discoveries now 
made has been that of a second, or 
posterior, door on the eastern side of 
tho monument, with the broad steps 
leading to It, as represented In a fine 
bronze of Domltlan. 
It Is necessary 


to state that the excavation has 're- 
quired the formation of several small 
tunnels. In which are encountered tho 
beautiful portions still remaining "In 
situ," as well as splendid decorated 
lilocks, which yet He obstructing prog- 
ress nnd very difficult of extraction. A 
much later Inclosing wall, of brick and 
travertine, has been likewise noticed, 
liavlns been^ constructed, apparently, 
with a view'to Isolate, the altar from 
Inplnglng edifices. Much, however, re- 
mains to bo explored still before we 
can hope to nee a possible, and worthy, 
rehabilitation of thla>capolavoro of an- 
tiquity; to which end It will further be 
needful that the Louvre, ^he Ufflr.l, 
and the Vatican shall generously con- 


Forum From the Capitol, 


trlbuto the various portions already In 
their rcspoctlvo keepings. 


Tho recent unearthing of the foun- 


dation of tho Temple of Castor and 
Pollux—tho Dioscuri—also brought to 
light a. host of moat beautiful and in- 
teresting fragment* in white marble. 
They are portions' of architectural bits 
—pieces of cornices, bits of columns, 
slices of capitals and such like, that 
time or vandalism has laid low. 


Tho excavations here have also tin- 


veiled ( part of tho secret of the long 
endurance—over eighteen centuries— 
of a building such as this: 
The faun* 


datlons Ecem to be as solid as thoso of 
tho eternal hills, and neltner ordin- 
ary earthquake nor the destructive 
hand of man can brine them down. No 
wonder the ancient Romans character- 
ized their city by tho epithet "Eter- 
nal Rome." 
No where clso are such 


huge and mighty t'oundatlonu met with. 


Amidst all this abupdanco of re- 


mains from pagan antiquity, the mar- 
velous church of Santa Maria Antlqua, 
which Bonl brought to light, shows tho 
arrangement and disposition of parts 
of a church In use In tho fifth century 
of the Christian era. Little that Is 
now or Interesting has been discovered 
for some time past in this church. 
Bont has been engaged here in recon- 
structing the falling parts so as to 
show what the building was like In Its 
primitive state. 


In most parts of It the walls are'cov- 


ered with matting In onk-r to preserve 
tho frescoes of Byzantine workman- 
chip from /tho action ot the atmos- 
phere. 
The marblo fragments of tho 


pavement have been put together as 
well as possible, and thn great block* 
amethyst, which—however, Incredible 
it may seem concerning their beauty; 
and value—were used as building ma« 
tcrlals, have been transferred into » 
niche In the left nave.
